During the conferences, the Examiner indicated that (1) claims 27-31 are allowed, 
(2) claims 6-26, 36-41 and 43 would be rejected under a non-statutory obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,933,510, issued on August 23, 2005, 
and (3) claims 1-5, 32-35 and 42 would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) based on U.S. 
Patent No. 6,518,692 to Schoenbach et al. The Examiner also indicated that claims 6-26, 36- 
41 and 43 would be allowable upon the filing of a Terminal Disclaimer and claims 1-5, 32-35 
and 42 would be allowable if rewritten to recite the features of dependent claim 3.
